GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town, qualified to vote in Elections and town affairs to meet 
at the Town Hall, in said Town, on Monday, the third day 
of March, at ten o’clock A. M., then and there to act upon 
the following articles, viz.:— 


Article1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town ofiicers—Clerk, 
Treasurer, Selectmen, one School Committee for three years, 
one Assessor for three years, one Assessor for two years, one 
County Commissioner for three years, one Library Trustee 
for three years, Elector under the will of Oliver Smith, 
Auditor, Tax Collector, and Tree Warden. ‘To vote ‘‘Yes’? 
or “‘No’’ on the question, Shall License be granted for the sale 
of Intoxicating Liquors in this town. 


Article 3. To receive and act upon reports of all officers, 
Committees, Commissioners, T'rustees of the town. 
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Article 4. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the coming year and 
appropriate the same. 


Article 5. To see what the town will do with the money 
received from the County called the Dog ' und. 


Article 6. To see ifthe town will make an appropriation 
for the Public Library. 


Article 7. ‘To see if the town will raise five per cent or 
any fixed per cent’ ou amount of Town Grant, State and . 
County ‘Taxes, the same to be allowed to those who pay their 
taxes on or before acertain date. 


Article 8. ‘To see if the town will vote to charge interest 
on all taxes not paid on or before a certain date. 


Article 9. To see if the town will authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow dur- 
ing the municipal year beginning March 1, 1913, in anticipa- 
tion of taxes of said year, such sums of money as may be 
necessary, giving the Town’s notes therefor, payable within 
one year from the date thereof. All debts incurred under 
authority of this note shall be paid from the taxes of the 
present municipal year. 


To see if the town will raise money for 
Cemetery purposes. 


Article 11. To see if the town will take any action in 
regard to Street Lights.

Superintendent’s Report 


Gentlemen of the School Committee:— 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report of the public 
schools of Whately. 


The increase in the total enrollment of the schools the 
past year is significant. The enrollment for the year 1911-12 
as you will read in the statistical report was117. ‘The enroll- 
ment for the present year is 136. an increase of 19, or more 
than 16 percent. A glance at the birth rate for the past five 
years will give some suggestion as to the number of entering 
pupils we may expect for the next five years.

This increased attendance is particularly noticeable in the 
schools in the Hast and West parts of the town. The West 
school has an enrollment of 27, and the East school an enroll- 
ment of 32 in the primary room alone or a number equal to 
the enrollment of the grammar room at the Center. The 
obvious conclusion is that additional accomodations must be 
secured at a not far distant date. 


The attendance record of the East school is another 
matter to which I wish to call your attention. In the school 


42 


year ending June 1912, the total number of days absence was 
866. ‘The percentage of attendance 87. For the five months 
of the current year this school shows a total absence of 958% 
days and a percentage of attendance of 77.96 percent. Sick- 
ness has been one cause of this low percent, but the greater 
part of the absences has been contributed by pupils who 
have been kept out to work. This matter was called to your 
attention in the last report and although we have had two of 
the parents fined for the non attendance of their children, the 
conditions are worse than last year A truant officer located 
in the east part of the town who is acquainted with the Polish 
inhabitants, could remedy this defect another year by spend- 
ing several days at the opening of the school year in compell- 
ing every child of school age to be in school the first day. 
Then by following up the absentees closely for the first week 
much unnecessary absence could be avoided. ‘This is not a 
reflection on the present truant officer who has responded 
promptly to all requests sent him, but living in another part 
of the town and having the transportation of pupils to the 
West school to attend to, he cannot spend the amount of time 
required to carry out the plan suggested. 


I am pleased to report that the work of the several schools 
is being carried on in a profitable and progressive manner. 
The three new teachers are capable in every way and the 
schools to-day are in better condition than they were a year 
ago. One visit to the Center school will convince anyone 
that there is a genuine interest on the part of both teachers 
and pupils, and the attention to details given by the principal 
of the Center school is worthy of special mention. It should 
be productive of scholarly habits in the pupils. I have ob- 
served with pleasure, the interest and energy of the teacher in 
the West school and have heard very favorable comment from 
several visitors on her ability. 


Good results obtained from the Aldine methed of reading 


in other towns of this district have led me to introduce this 
system into the Hast school where conditions are similar 
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to the primary grades of Snnderland. ‘The Aldine method of 
reading for the past six years in Sunderland has been very 
successful, and IJ hope that later we can make the same report 
of our East school. The number work in the primary grades 
in the Center school is also commendable. 

To be thoroughly up-to-date we should durimg the present 
year devise some way of introducing cooking and manual 
training. These subjects are no longer experimental. In 
many places they are given as much credit as some of the 

traditional school arts. It would not be an expensive matter 
to fit up a room in the basement of the Center school and 
equip it for cooking. Courses in cooking are already in 
operation in Conway and Sunderland aud are proving real 
additions to the school curriculum. 


COURSE OF STUDY 


The Board of Education has issued during the past year 
a Suggested Course of Study for the first six grades. These 
courses of study have been placed in the hands of the teachers 
and were reviewed at a teachers’ meeting held in November. 
It is the purpose of the Board to make the work of the state 
uniform as far as possible and to this end the superintendents 
and Normal school teachers as specialists, contributed sug- 
gestions in the various subjects of the curriculum. From 
these numerous suggestions this course of study has been com- 
piled. Itincludes courses in English Expression, covering 
reading, composition, language lessons, spelling and penman- 
ship, General Reading, Arithmetic, Geography, Practical 
Science, Music, Practical Arts and Drawing. 

The various courses give a wide range of material, stating 
also a minimum requirement or the least amount of work that 
may be mastered by the pupil. The teacher is responsible for 
the minimum requirment of work. Where conditions are 
favorable, it is expected that more than the minimum require- 
ment is covered. 
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It is significant to note that in this outline the subjects of 
Practical Arts and Practical Science to the elementary grades 
are given much attention. Last year the teachers were given 
a course in Practical Science to teach, devoting one hour a 
week to the subject during the year. They were furnished a 
practical science reference library, including Hodge’s Natuse 
Study, Matthews—How to Know the Wild Flowers, Birds of 
North America, Elementary Agriculture and the Gulick Series 
for the work in Physiology. 

More emphasis will be placed on this phase of the work 
the coming year. As for Practical Arts we cannot do much 
without an equipment. Cooking and woodworking require 


definite tools. The following equipment ought to be provided 
for every sohool.

A glance at the table of special statistics shows Whately’s 
taxation cost per pupil to be $20.06. Thisis $16.13 below the 
average taxation cost for the state, and indicates an econom- 
ical management of school expenses, which is to be commend- 
ed if we are at the same time doing our duty. If the balance 
in our favor is accounted for by failure to provide up-to-date 
instruction, this economy is a sign of too conservative manage- 
ment and is not to be commended. ‘The addition to the 
school curriculum of domestic science and manual training 
will be possible and the increased expense will still leave us 
much below the average taxation cost of the state. 


In conclusion I wish to call your attention to the super- 
visors reports following and to express my appreciation for 
the courteous support accorded me by all. .

Report of Medical Inspector 


To the School Commtttee: 


A thorough inspection of school children shows a high 
average of physical condition, with the exception of diseases 
of the teeth and throat. In all pronounced cases the parents 
have been notified and in some instances have taken intel- 
ligent Steps to eradicate the diseased conditions. 

It is regrettable that Whately has failed to uphold its 
general progressive standard in its attitude toward vaccina- 
tion. Atthe time of inspection, but twenty-seven children 
were found to be properly vaccinated, and of these nearly all 
had come from other localities where the law bearing on this 
subject is enforced. 

In October an epidemic of measles threatened to invade 
all the schools of the town, but prompt measures proved 
effective in limiting the disease to the east part of the town 
where it first made its appearance.
